| to St. Louis, but She Says Her 
Husband’s Love Cooled and 
He Left Her. 


|division of the City Hospital, Mrs. Mary 
Bean walks hour after hour. She is suf- 
fering from hysterical despondency the doc- 
|tors say, caused, she declares, by worry, 
|; over her husband. 
Mrs. Bean was, before her last mar- 
| riage, a widow and lived near the mine 
of the Chicago-Virden Coal Co., where the 
bloody riot of Oct. 12, 1898 was fought. 
Arthur Bean had been employed as a 
miner in the shaft, but had given up this 
employment when the troubles leading uv 
to the fight in which twelve men were 


killed and fifteen were injured, began. 

For several weeek previous to the riot, 
the car of negroes imported by the com- 
pany had been expected. An armed crowd 
of miners patroled the streets, threaten- 
ing to kill the blacks if the company at- 
tempted to unload them. Every é@itizen in 
Virden sympathized with 


the miners and 
gave them thelr assistance. 

The streets were crowded day and night. 
On the memorable day of the fight between 
miners on one side and armed detectives 
on the other, Arthur Bean was one of a 
large crowd of citizens that had gathered 
around the Chicago & A:ton railway depot 
in Virden. 

Following the Alton’s fast limited, which 
passed through Virden at 10 o'clock, came 
an engine, drawing three coaches, a box 
car and a caboose.
